Stone walls overflowing 
with blooms adorn the 
lawn. 

Largeplotsofherbs and 
flowers for cutting are 
prepared for the summer 
selling season. Some of 
the blossoms will be gath- 
ered for drying. 

Drizzling rain does not 
impede a visit to some of 
Fieldstone Rehab’s wild 
clients. Stepping into the 
cage with a great homed 
owl is an awesome expe- 
rience, even if he is too 
young to fly. 

The McCunes are spe- 
cialists in caring for the 
birds commonly known 
as raptors. Vultures, 
hawks, falcons and owls 
popularly belong to this 
group. They all share the 
characteristics of beaks 
and talons meant forseiz- 
ing and tearing prey. 

Raptors are the preda- 
tors of the sky. 

Glen and Cindy be- 
came involved with rap- 
tors because of their in- 
terest in falconry. That 
sport of training and hunt- 
ing with falcons led them 
to an understanding of the 
care and physiology of 
the birds.

He calls much of 
the job guesswork, but he 
has many: resources to 
ease the guessing. 

‘The McCunes’ neigh- 
bor, medical doctor Tim 
Finch, gives advice on 
procedures, Finch and his 
wife Becky collaborate 
with the McCunes on 
Fieldstone Gardens. 

Veterinarians in the 
area have been very sup- 
portive. (Somehave even 
referred patients to Field- 
stone!) Providing X-rays 
is one of the most helpful 
forms of aid. 

Books and_ the 
McCune’s own notes are 
additional resources in 
diagnosis and treatment. 

Injured birds will usu- 
ally heal in three or four 
days, with the proper 
treatment. Even broken 
bones will knit in a very 
short time. 


the road, too tired to run 
away. 

When the McCunes 
receive an injured bird, 
their first job is to 
rehydrate it. This helps 
maintain body tempera- 
ture so the bird can hold 
nutrients. 

Forcing fluids on a 
weakened bird is a simple 
job. The challenge comes 
with a healthy bird, 
wounded only recently. 


Withplenty ofenergy left 


to defend himself, a terri- 
fied eagle, hawk or owl 
can offer formidable re- 
sistance to treatment! The 
McCunes then must re- 
sortto restraining devices 
to protect the bird and 
themselves. 

Once exhaustion and 
dehydration are reversed, 
any wounds or breaks can 
be attended to. If such 
treatment is attempted 
sooner, the bird may die 
from stress. 

Understanding the diet 
of the bird is key to a 
healthy recovery.

mouse is food. This is 
fortunate for preventing 
waste. When there is an 
overabundance of feed- 
ers, the McCunes have a 
“killing day” and freeze 
the carcasses for future 
meals. 

Most of the McCunes’ 
patients stay only a week 
or two. Once they are 
healed, the couple gladly 
releases their charge. 

“Tt’sexciting to be able 
to see them go back to the 
wild,” says Glen. His sat- 
isfaction in his work is 
obvious. 

Not all of Fieldstone’s 
clients are injured. Often 
they receive animals too 
young to survive on their 
own. In this case, the 
McCunes not only nur- 
ture the young one, but 
also train it to live in the 
wild. 

This is done by provid- 
ing “successful” hunting 
experiences. If the prey 
is to be a dove, for ex- 
ample, Glen will clip its 
wings. The youthful rap- 
tor will have to chase, but 
will eventually capture 
his meal. 

Because the young rap- 
tors can differentiate be- 
tween individual humans, 
the McCunesdon’tallow

Glen and Cindy often 
speak to nature groups 
and other organizations.

A nest that seems aban- 
doned may have a mother 
watching from very close 
by. Her first instinct is 
self-preservation, somost 
birds or small mammals 
will not protest if the ba- 
bies are carried away.

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Native Americans celebrate heritage

The exhilaraton of the hunt. The 
habits of the crow or the fox. Dis- 
playing a lovely new shawl. Re- 
- trieval of a lost eagle feather. 

All these stories are told in the 
majestic styles of dance unique to 
North American native cultures. 
And all are an integral part the of 
Anishinabe Inter-Tribal Council’s 
Day of the Eagle Pow-Wow. 

Born of a need to gather together 
peoples dispersed by the white settle- 
ment, the pow-wow is the one con- 
stant source of cultural continuity 
for members of the First Nations. 

Pau-wau, meaning medicine man 
or conjurer, was misconstrued by 
Europeans to be a gathering. They 
observed the resident pau-wau fre- 
quently surrounded by the villagers 
seeking healing. 

Now borrowed back from the En- 
glish word, the pow-wow has be- 
come a weekly event where the na- 
tive Americans meet to share the 
bond of heritage. 

East Jordan is just one stop. The 
pow-wow circuit extends through- 
out North America and occurs every 
weekend in the year. 

To the uninitiated, dancing may 
seem to be what the pow-wow is 

about. Indeed, the songs and 
dances are spectacular, energetic, 
creative and wonderful. 

The aggressive rhythms flow from 
the air and ground, through the body. 
Finally they force even the most 
hesitant observer to begin to sway, 
move the feet and even join the 
dancers in the ring. 

But there is a pervasive spiritual- 
ism that soon becomes evident. All 
events are steeped in ritual. 

Even the drum, which encom- 
passes the singers as well, has great

symbolic significance. Drums are 
blessed and given names. It is said 
that the drum is the heartbeat of the 
First Nations. 

The dancing begins with the Grand 
Entry. This event includes all the 
dancers, but must be lead by the 
Eagle Staff and flag bearers. 

Originally, only the highest rank 
warriors could have the honor of 
bearing the Eagle Staff. Today this 
translates into veterans of the armed 
services.

The honor guard of staff bearers 
carries the Eagle Staff, oldest of the 
native symbols. Also included are 
staves to honor various tribes, war- 
riors, and veterans. A special staffis 
carried for Vietnam veterans and 
killed in action. 

The Canadian and U.S. flags com- 
plete the honor gaurd. 

Following the staff bearers are the 
head dancers, chosen by their peers 
to honor their knowledge and skill. 
The Day of the Eagle Pow-Wow’s 
1993 chosen were Jody and Judy 
McCullough. 

After all the dancers wind their 


way into the dancing ring, a quiet 


moment is taken to honor the flags. 

As all stand at attention, the flag 
song is sung. The staves and flags 
are respectfully posted. 

A special prayer is spoken by an 
honorable elder in native language. 

Distinctive recognition is given to 
veterans. An honor song is played 
while veterans are invited to pass 
around the dancing ring. 

Then the dancers enter the ring 
and shake hands with each veteran, 


~ offering their personal tribute. The 
audience, too, is given a moment to. 
show their appreciation. . 
As the sun moves across the sky, ' 
“many types of dances are presented. 
There are also many other honor » 
~ songs. These call attention tonewly- 
weds or a special ‘anniversary, new . 
_ dancers or memories of a loved one 
whet has passed on.

song for East Jordan resident, Rob- 
ert Walczak, who died October 22, 
1992. 


family gathered closely about her, 
moves around the ring. The crowd 
of spectators and dancers stand in 
silent respect as the sound of drums 
and singers surroung all with the 
comforting voices of healing. 

The Walczak’s are “honorary” 
native American’s, having adopted. 
many of the traditions as their own, 
through years of associaton. They 
became involved in the Anishinabe 
activities when they heard of a need 
for a permanent place to pow-wow 
in East Jordan. 

After discussion with their three 
daughters, they decided to donate 
five acres of their Mill Street prop- 
erty adjoining theirhome tothe coun- 
cil, 

“We’ve gotten back one hundred 
fold of what we gave,” says daugh- 
ter Margo Burton, of Ionia. Since 
her father’s death, Council board 
member Gene Norton of East Jor- 
dan has stepped in to care for and 
watch over Arvita. Norton has as- 
sumed the traditonal job of family 
because Burton does not live near 
by. 

Norton and Burton speak with 
reverence of the sacred fire that burns 
in memory of Walczak. Like all 
sacred fires, it burns throughout the 
pow-wow and is guarded 24 hours 
a day. 

The fire may only be approached 
following a special ritual, and only 
under certain conditions. 

Anishinabe Inter-Tribal Council 
consists mainly of members of 
Odawa, Ojibway (Chippewa) and 
Potowatomie tribes.The word 
anishinabe may be interpreted as 
“one indian” or “many”, according 
to Council board member Doug 
Sineway of East Jordan. 

The annual Day of the Eagle has 
grown tremedously since its incep- 
tion in 1981. The Council expects 
an attendance between 5,000 and 
10,000 including 250 registered 
dancers.

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‘Gunman robs Eantport bank 


Aman wielding along gun robbed the Eastport 
branch of the Charlevoix County State Bank 
approximately 12:45 p.m. Monday. 

According to Antrim County Sheriff officials 
he walked in, ordered the two bank employees to 
give him an unspecified amount of money and 
fled on foot. 

' The white male suspect was wearing an alive 
drab fatigue coat, sunglasses, a dark hat and had 
a white towel over his face. He is between 5 ft. 10 
in. and 5 ft. 11 in. tall and weighs about 170 lbs. 
He was last seen on foot. 

A tracking dog was brought to the scene by the 
Michigan State Police, but the search was ham- 


pered by rain, officials said. 
The assailant dropped some of the cash as he 


fled. A couple of citizens found bills lying in the 


road and retumed them to the bank, . 

“We did recover quite a bit of money,” Deputy 
Terry Skurnit said. 

The FBI, which entered the investigation, was 
still tallying up the amount Tuesday. Neither the 
FBI nor the bank would release information 
concerning the amount taken or the denomina- 
tion of bills. 

The Charlevoix County Sheriff Department is 
also assisting in the June 14 incident. No suspects 
have been named as the investigation continues. 


One hospitalized following 
Torch Lake boating accident 


A June 10 boating accidentinvolving an Antrim 
County Sheriff Department deputy boat spared 
the lives of two area men, but seriously damaged 
their vessel and left one hospitalized. 

Troopers at the Michigan State Police Post 79 
in Kalkaska, who are investigating the incident, 
said deputy Scott H. McCartney, 22, of Alden 
was cruising on Torch Lake about a mile south of 
Eastport around 4 p.m.

James F. Holser, 37, of Indian River suffered a 
broken pelvis in the incident and remained hospi- 


talized in Northern Michigan Hospital in Petoskey 
in fair condition as of June 14. 

His father, Henry J. Holser, 72, of Central Lake, 
who was at the helm, was treated and released. 
Both men were first taken to Charlevoix Area 
Hospital before being transferred to Northern 
Michigan Hospital. 

McCartney was reportedly treated and released 
at Munson Medical Center in Traverse City. 

Sheriff Dale Roggenbeck said the incident was 
phoned into the state police post in order to 
ensure an objective investigation into the acci- 
dent.
